Made a Botch of An Attempt 
Tp Play Bandit Last 
Wednesday. 

PaducAh, Ky., Jan. 2!i. -Iii accept' 
ed bandit sty le a lone-handed at- 
tempt #iimad« l^arly Wednesday 
afj^rnoon to rob the First National 
Bank by a stranger, who gave his 
name ar. W. U. St. John, of Fulton 
The bank Ailicers and employes were 
qttiek to perceive that the- bandit 
was inexperienced and easily dis 
armed him without anyboly being 
injured, and he waa plaeedfa the 
county jail. 

St. John app e ared in front of the 
bank in a taxicab about 2 o'clock, 
and entering the building presented 
a long pistol at Assistant Cashier 
George Warfield and commanded 
hhn to hand owfr the money. Al- 
though excited Warfield played for 
tinte and engaged the bandit in con 
versation while Cashier Nolin Van 
Culin slipped out of his cage and, 
approachinfr from the rear, grabbed 
St. John, whom he disarmed with 
the i||8istance <^ Frank Davis, an in 
snranee agent, who waa in the bank 
An alarm sent to the police station 
brouRht several patrolmen and de- 
tectives to the scene, and St. John 
waaamatadwdplaeediB the ooun- 
tyjall. - 

Police officials said that the m«n 
was intoxicated. The only statement 
lie made wns "I pulled a bone." A 
warrant iaaaed agaiaat him dMages 
of attempted baak adbbery. 

The affair attracaad handreds of 
people to the bank and many reports 
flashed wer the city, some that the 
robber <faad beea 'killed and -others 
that the bank hal<>een robbell. The 
alleged robbery was attempted just 
as the bank waa4ll9sing business for 
the day. and several thaoMBd dollars 
in silver and ewrancy waa ataeind 
on the inside eoonters. 

Police officials believe that St, 
John had read of successfel daylight 
bank robberies, and had -ooncluded 
that 'he could rob the local bank in a 
similar way and t^et away. He made 
no attempt to fire his pistj(, and is 
tielieved to have seen bis miatalw 
whaa WarfieM<4id not hand him the 
mams vbeo it waa demanded. 

At the poliee station an employe 
of the City National Bank stated 
that St. Johooatered theJatter bank 
riMctly befave2 o'elaek.>aBd after 
closely scrutiaizing the interior dis- 
appeared. TiMre was a iarge crowd 
in the bank at the time, and it is be- 
lieved that faet pra»ent«4 kim from 
tffimr to nab *ha CHy MHanal. 

Jan. 29.- W. B. St, 
Joha, of this place, who is eaid to be 
uniararfaat iaAidaefeh iir an at- 
tempt to rob a bank there, was born 
and reared here. So far ac known, 
he has never (wfere l>een in trouble.

Orig- 
inally the name was spelled Petty- 
pool, in Scotland, but just aa the 
prefix Mac waa abbreviated iatoMe 
the first part of the name Pool was 
dropped and came to be represented 
by the present furii, of the name.
